Senate Sometime Within 
The Next Week 


WASHINGTOl?rr>ec~10. — Formal 


announcement was made to the world 
today that the United States, Great 
Britain, Japan and France, have en 
tered into a new world treaty designed 
to protect each other's interests In 
the Pacific and to end for at least ten 
years the menace of war in those wa- 
ters. 


Under the terms of the treaty, the 


four powers agree: 


1—The powers agree to respect each 


others insular possessions in the Pa- 
cific and to submit disputes that may 
arise to common conference for ad- 
justment and consideration. 


2—If the rights of 
either of 
the 


signatory powers are threatened by an- 
other power, the signers of the treaty 
will confer together for the purpose Of 
talcing action either separately or 
jointly. 


3—The treaty shall remain in force 


for ten years, subject to the right of 
any one ot the powers to terminate it 
upon one year's notice. 


4—Upon ratification of the treaty by 


the constitutional 
agencies of 
each 


country, the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
which is so obnoxious to America shall 
be terminated.
